Ye Defpifed not, but reccived me as an 
Angel of Grd, even as Chrift bimfei, Gal. q. 14. 
where his Teu.ptation in the Fiefh accurately cor- 
te(ponds ro his Thorn in the Flefp. And from the 
foremention’d Paffage itis plain'y Evident, thar this 
Temptation or Thorn in the Flefb was ifomerhing, 
that rendred him obnoxioustro Scorn and Contempt 
in the Courfe of his Miniftry. And therefore he 
commends the Galatians, who yet receiv'd him,not 
as an Object of Derifion, but as an Angel (or 
Meflenger ) of God,. Buc che Luft of Concupifcence 
coud noc render him an Objeét of Derifion, fince

eit only coud be Con{cious of it. For vo one heome 
eta the Internal MUrion of a Man, fave the Spirit of 





a Man, which is in bim. But that this Temptation 
or Thorn in the Flefo was fome Deformiry in his Bo- 
dy, and an Impediment in his Speech, appears from 
2Cor. 10, 1. 10. Now I Paul my felf befeech you; 
——who in Prefence am Bafe among you, but being 
Abjent am bold toward you. his Letters (fay 
they} are Bold and Powerful, but his Bodily Prefence 
1s Week, and his Speech Contemptible, And as fuch 
Defects are very commonly ftil'd Bodily Infirmities, 
fo St. Paul himfelf fays (as above recited ) ghro 
INFIRMITY of the Ficfh I Preached the Gofpel unto 
you. And as the Apoftle fays, I take pleafure in In- 
firmitics (becaufe the Power of Chrift was the 
more confpicpoufly difplay’d in giving fo wonder. 
ful an Efficacy tothe Sermons of a Preacher, who 
labour'd under fuch Bodiiy Infirmities ) to he ima 
mediately fubjoyns, im Reproackes, thofe Natural 
Confequences of fuch Infirmities, And that. in 
that Expreffion, My Temptation in the Flefb, the 
word Temptation may denote any manner of Mis- 
fortune, with which we are aggrieved, may be 
drawn from that Paffage in St. Fames, My Brethren, 
count it all Foy, when Te fall into Divers Temprati- 
ons. For if the word Temp-ations were to be here 
taken in a Common acceptation, how cou’d we be 
oblig'd to efteem it mauer of Joy and Comfort to 
fall into thofethings, from which we daily pray to 
be deliver'd ; Lead us not into Temptation.

Complaints of the Refugees trom France for Religion, 
as of Children or Heirs of the faid Refugees, tha« the 
rigorous Edits and Declarations of the King of France, 
by which all Refugees are declared to have forteited 
Body and Goods, and thereby deemd to be dead in 
Law, have not only not been moderated hitherto, but 
on thecontrary, that thofe Edi&s and Declarationsare 
daily executed throughout France with-as great Rigour 
as ever, again{t all Refugees and. their. Heirs; fo that 
not only Husbands or Wives, who have retired hither, 
caiinot recover any thing, by Vertue of their Marriage 
Settlements, from their refpective Wives or Husbands, 
remaining in France, or from their Succeflors, nor ob- 
tainthe leaft part of the Goods ‘or. Eftates “acquir'd in 
France finte they quitted ic; but likewife that the Chi!- 
dren of Refugees; who have fereleti in this Country, 
continue to beentirely. excluded fromthe Inheritance ot 
any Effeéts wharfoever lett them by their Parents and 
Relations, whilft thofe of France coine daily into this 
Country, boldly to purlue and receive their pretended 
Claims, either by Vertue of Matrimonial Contracts, or 
by Right of Inheritance. And feeing {uch Demands 
are notorioufly contrary to al! Reatons of Juitice and E- 

uity, and that by favourably allowing them, either 





through Ignorance or otherwile, betides the Lnjuitice of 


the thing, very great Prejudice would retult to the 
State, which would thereby be depriv'd of the Effects 
and Goods of it’s Inhabicanes, without any Hope or 
Poflibility of Return. 

For thefe Caules, We have thought fit (chat We may 
provide as the Reaton of the Cale requires ) to declare 
and ordain, as we declare and ordain by thefe Prefents, 








that thofe who dwell 11 tre Dominions of the King of 
France, fhall not form any Demands again{t Refugees 
in this Country, or lay any Claim to any Effeéts of 
theirs, either on Account of Matrimonial Contra @s 
or of Succeflion ab ins-ftato, or dy. Will, whether by Ine 
heritance or Legacy ; the whole not only with Refped 
to what fhall be hereafter, butto whatever Cafe has'a)a 
realy happen’d, and is not yet finally decided by the 
Judges.
